These words were uttered last night 
by George A. Watkins, who last Wed- 
nesday began a five-year sentence in the 
Tennessee state prison, after having es- 
caped from the Tracy City convict coal 
mines twenty-five years ago, to live an 
exemplary life in North Carolina and 
West Plains, Mo., unti] betmayed by a 
former wife. Watkins says he is wil- 
ling to serve the remainder of his sen- 
tence, but it is thought tha Governor 
Patterson will show clemengy. 

Watkins was sentenced twenty-fiye 
years ago to five years’ of hard labor ; 
for house-breaking and larceny. He} 
served four months of his sentenc be- 
fore making his escape. 

Knows Wife.Betrayed Him. 

While the prison authorities here have 
not admitted to the public nor to Wat- 
kins that it was his former wife who 
betrayed his whereabouts to them, Wat- 
kins says he knows that she did. He 
has been separated from his wife for one 
year. 

It was little more than a week ago 
that the Tennessee penitentiary author- 
ities weceived information as to where 
Watkins could be found. Deputy War- 
den Gillenwater was sent immediately

While the average person has. just

Washington, June 2.—The Argentine 
proposal, which is to be laid before the 
approaching second Hague conference, 
looking to the holding of a third inter- 
nationa] conference in Buenos Ayres in 
P40, will, it is expected, result in bring- 
ing the second conference abruptly face 
to face with the American proposition 
to give the conference permanency, and 
provide for periodic gatherings, if, in- 
deed, that subject is not broached at an 
earlier stage in the proceedings. 

In that event there is certain to be 
some clever diplomatic fencing, and more 
or less animated discussion. For the

Gist of Argentine Proposition. 

The Argentine proposition has not yet 
been formally brought to the attention 
O: the state departmen!t, although it has, 
without doubt, been alluded.to in the 
course of the talks which Secretary Root 
is so fond of having with the Latin- 
American diplomatic representatives in 
Washington regarding these world prob- 
lems. In brief, it is said to be the pur- 
pose of the conference to endeavor to se- 
cure an international agreement defining 
uniformly the right of a citizen of one 
nation to domicile in another nation, and 
the extent of his liability to the de- 
mands upon him by the government of 
the country in which he has taken up his 
residence. 

This subject is one-that has of late at- 
tracted much notice at the hands of 
publicists. It would doubtless have been 
urged by the Argentine government as 
' @ proper number for the program of the 
approaching second conference at The 
Hague, had it not happened that the 
program was practically closed before 
the project had taken definite form. It 
might have been presented for optional 
discussion in addition to the regular 
program, as in the case of the proposi- 
tions for limitation of armament and the 
consideration of the Drago doctrine, but 
it was evident that there would not be 
sufficient time for deliberation, in view 
of the number of important subjects, and 
the time limit set upon the life of the 
second conference. So the Argentine del- 
egates were instructed to take the 
course indicated, and ask for another 
conference in 19/0. 

Vexed Questions. 

Vexed questions, growing out of the 
ecmplaints of American citizens resident 
in South and Central America, that 
their rights as American citizens have 
been violated by the local officials, are 
the basis for a large portion of the diplo- 
matic correspondence of the state depart- 
ment at Washington every year. And 
the trouble is not entirely confined to 
the western hemisphere, for many com- 
plications are occurring with European 
governments whenever an American is 
sought to be conscripted into the army 
or is subjected to the operations of lo- 
ca] taxation and other demands. At the 
instance of the state department con- 
gress has sought to minimize the evil 
of unregulated residence abroad by pro- 
viding in the passport act enacted at the 
recent session, that any American citi- 
zen who resides for more than two years 
in the country of his nativity in the case 
of a naturalized citizen, or for five years 
in the- case of a native American, shall 
be deemed ot have expatriated himself, 
and may not claim the protection of the 
government of the United States. 

In South America and Central Amer- 
ica as well, such Americans are gen- 
erally unwelcome visitors. They stren- 
uously object to paying forced loans; 
refuse to render military service, and 
Ly flaunting their many exemptions 
before the eyes of the natives, cause 
much dissatisfaction among the offi- 


ciais.

The first “:ing in order will be the 
appointment of committees to consider 
the various subjects inscribed updn the 
resolution program. These will hard- 
ly number more than five. Unless the 
question of the reduction or limitation 
of armaments is injected into the pro- 
ceedings at the outset, in which event 
the main struggle may be at once pre- 
cipitated, the plenary body probably 
will not meet again for ten days ora 
fortnight, in order that the committees 
may have an opportunity to prepare 
reports for submission. In general, 
if is not expected that the full con- 
ference will meet more than-once a 
week until the work of the commit- 
tees justifies the more frequent ses- 
sions. 

The opening session, it is expected, will 
is believed they should be passed over 
to the sovereignty of their adopted 
country. In this opinion there is no 
disposition to withhold protection to 
Americans who are engaged in busi- 
ness in foreign countries as the repre- 
sentatives of home traders and manu- 
facturers, but rather to treat upon their 
merits the idlers and those who are 
spending incomes abroad and engaged 
in permanent business relations of their 
own in foreign countries.

General Plan of Conference. 

The Hague, June 2.—The general plan 
of the proceedings at the second peace 
conference probably will follow close- 
ly the procedure of the first congress 
held in 1899. Practically nothing has 
been worked out in advance. The 
Dutch government, realizing that the 
representatives of the forty-six powers 


be public, to the extent at least of ad- 
mitting a few distinguished guests and 
press representatives, but the sessions 
of the conference and of the commit- 
tees will be secret. 

The question of giving out a public 
statement of the progress made will be 
decided by the conference itself. 


Evils of Secrecy. 


In 1899 Rifssia attempted to shroud 
the proceedings in mystery and secrecy, 
but after a fortnight it wags found that 
this course led to the publication of so 
many mischievous rumors that several 
semi-official statements were issued. 
This year many of the delegates, real- 
izing the advantage of stopping the 
mouths of the sensation mongers, favor 
the issuance, daily if possible, of a brief 
semi-official -statement. The French 
language, as in 1899, will be the official 
language of the conference, although 
the advent of the South Americans and 
ithe growing influence of the English 
' may lead to some relaxation of the rule 
‘with regard to the debates and may re- 
eult in a compromise such as was ar- 
ranged at the peace conference at Ports- 
mouth, whereby the protocols or minutes 
wer inecribed both in French and Eng- 
lieh, although the French text was to 
be regarded as official in case of dis- 
pute. 


The Palace of Peace. 


Minister Hill is extremely anxious that 
the ceremony of. the laying of the. cor- 
nerstone of the-palace of peace, to which 
‘Andrew Car.tegie has subscribed $1,500.- 
000, shall take place before the con- 
ference adjourns.

Pensacola, Fla., June 2.—The strike 
among the machinists in the employ of 
the Louisville and Nashville here is 
growing and today there are only about 
five machinists and a few helpers left in 
this dapartment.

The workmen now employed instead of 
walking to the main gate to leave climb 
the fence and yesterday afternoon one 
of the car workers was climbing the 
fence when one of the many special 
deputies employed fired upon him, Later 
the deputy recognized the man, but con- 
siderable excitement was caused by the 
mistake.

Relics of the Dead. 
(From London Spare Moments.) 

The Ucayali Indians, a numerous 
South American tribe, with decided 
cannibalistic tastes, who inhabit both 
banks of one of the uppermost and 
longest of the affluents of the Amazon, 
have a system by which they preserve 
the features of their dead, so that 
friends can always identify those that 
have gone jto the ‘happy hunting 
ground” as surely as if gazing at a 
photograph. 

To accomplish This they cut the head 
from the body, but retain the long hair. 


The ghastly, bleeding trophies of a day's 
battle or a night's massacre of 
enemies are suspended by the long, 
straight, black hair to the limb of a 
tree. Directly under this they dig a hole, 
which they fill with water, in their prim- 
itive way, causing it to boil by placing 
hot stones in it, or, if near a camp or 
village, an earthen pot of boiling water 
is used. 

THe ascending hot vapor and steam, 
which envelop the suspended head, 
outlined by the fire and shadows, like 
ghosts in the darkness of a tropical 
night, in the deep solitude and under 
the black shadows ow the palm forests, 
accompanied by the weird antics of 
the ugly human brutes, and the shriek 
of wild birds of the night, or the howl 
of tigers, is a scene that cannot be 
fully described to the imagination. 

This steaming process has the effect 
of loosening ‘the scaip from the skull, 
or in some way of. softening it that all 
the bones are removed, With the va- 
cant sack of skin drawn from the head 
intact, they next fill it with hot pebbles 
and sand. These are replaced by others 
when the yare cool. The process they 
use has the efféct of drying and shrink- 
ing the skin, but in some way, Not 
clearly known, it preserves the original 
features of the victim. They are thus 
distorted and ghas'ly looking reminders 
of the departed.

Scientists 
live, he says says the mortality rate 
is twenty in a thousand. At this rate, 
6CO0 Christian Scientists would have 
died in one year. But only ten out of 
a thousand died in five months.

| hazardous risks,” and are supposed to 


have an exhaustive and imposing ar- 
ray of statistics at hand to guide the 
actuary or whatever gentleman figures 
up mortality tables and premium rates, 
and decides how many people are go- 
ing to die out of every thousand, and 
how many years a man may reasona- 
bly expect to live if he leaves tobacco 
alone and sleeps nine hours a night, 
the problem of the Christian Scientists 
becomes shrouded in deeper mystery. 

The ,easiest solution is a denial of 
the truth of the facts stated by the 
publication committee of Mrs. Eddy’s 
religious confraternity. We must ask 
for “eyewitnesses and an affidavit.” 
This will dispose of the case until we 
cen look up the record. 

The insurance expert quoted above 
makes the comment that if Christian 
Scientists selected their members 
with the care and attention to health, 
habits and previous family history as 
do the insurance companies, the dif- 
ference in the mortality tables as 
compared with the average would be 
strange enough. But thg fact is, they 
largely treat what are known as re- 
jected cases and people who turn to 
them as a last resort in ‘their extrem- 
ity. Mr. Bliss believes the medical 
fraternity are noble men and thor- 
oughly honest gentlemen, who often- 
times make great sacrifices for the 
sake of their profession, but he has 
come to the conclusion that “the

I thought at the time and since, that 
possibly we might have gone even a bit 
stronger, and shown how business men 
would da. I felt like offering a series 
of resolutions along a line hereinafter 
indicated, but I really became so charm- 
ed with our committee’s report, that I 
lost sight of my own idea. But here at 
home they would be along the follow- 
ing lines: 

For convenience sake, I will call it 
“The Cornelia Plan.” Eive years ago 
the situation was almost identical 
throughout the state.

We 
bonded our school district for our build- 
ings and built them to hold 200 schol- 
ars. This winter we added 50 per cent 
to the seating capacity, and now have 
over 300 pupils, and will issue bonds 
for more buildings. After a failure in 
trying several teacNers, giving them 
what they could make out of it, 
our school board decided on a radical 
change. We secured the best principal 
we could find, paying him «$1,600 per 
year for five years, thus insuring con- 
tinuous service, and gave him a good 
corps of teachers, paying $4,000 per an- 
num, instead of $1,200. We have a 
scholar in every seat, anda table in the 
hall thronged with pupils. Our motto 
is: ‘Bond for buildfngs, but tax our- 
selves to pay as we go.’’ 

About 100 outside scholars 
three extra teachers. 

How did we get our money? First, we 
saw the prevailing conditions here were 
as about as in all of Georgia. Our as- 
sessments were not one-half enough. 
This we doubled,.and supplemented it by 
private subscriptions, and now hope to 
have a special tax or local tax to fur- 
ther push the school. 

We have made it a success here. Why 
cannot it be done all over the state? I

Georgia and 
the south cannot hope to continue to 
Srow in prosperity when the rural sec- 
tions decline and the agricultural in- 
terests are left largely to the ignorant 
and unfrugal negro. The negro destroys 
rather than builds up, @nd the further 
he is removed from the old regime the 
more worthless and unreliable he be- 
comes. Education disqualifies him for 
— especially the tilling of the soil. 

hat shall we do? 

Fouegs Georgia Immigration Association, 
with Hon. G& Gunby Jordan as its presi- 


dent, is working to induce the better 
class of Agricultural people from Ger- 
many, Ireland, Scotland, Sweden and 
Russia to come to our state. Many have 
already located in different sections of 
the state, and the people among whom 
they have gone are well pleased with 
them. I have seen many of these hon- 
est and industrious people at work and 
find they improve the country in a 
moral and material way. The great west 
has been reclaimed and made our 
Storehouse by these foreign people. The 
idea that they will increase the cotton 
acreage will be disproved when they en- 
gage in truck, dairy, fruit, stock and 
grain growing, and the native cotton 
growers can buy their meat and corn 
nearer home and save freight and mer- 
chants’ profits which we now pay to 
the western foreign immigrant farmer. 

We have many too large farms in the 
south and many are not paying the in- 
terest on a low valuation. We need 
smaller farms, well tilled, and diversified 
crops. This would bring better values, 
and the unreliable negro would come to 
his senses or move on. J am the son of 
a former slaveholder and grew up with 
the negroes around me, but the truth 
must be told. The day has passed when 
the negro as a race will improve our 
country. The higher the wages the more 
worthless he becomes. 

Many of the southern people are un- 
duly prejudiced against foreign immigra- 
tion. But we have right among us some 
as mean white folks as can be found in 
any country, native born, too. We must 
remember that America was settled by 
foreigners and all of us have foreign 
ancestry. In Europe there are many 
honorable Christian people who desire 
to go where they can earn more than in 
the thickly populated places where they 
now live and where the land is largely 
owned and controlled by rich and some- 
times oppressive landlords. They will 
help us develop our country and make 
country life safe for our loved ones in- 
stead of surrounding it with the fear 
and dread that are now too often felt.

WILL COST $600 


Miss Sergeant Will Receive 
Nearly $200, 


TEACHERS MAKE COMPLAINT 


Teachers Contend That Only Those 
Who Have Fallen Short and 
Need Instruction Should Be 
Compelled to Attend Ner. 
mal Summer School, 


The board of education has appro- 
priated $600 for the Summer Normal 
school, which to be conducted by 
Miss Nettie Sergeant and three other 
teachers. Of this amount, Miss Ser- 
geant, it is said, will get about $195 
for the one month’s work. 

It has been the custom of the board 
of education, it is declared, to have 
some of the teachers take a course at 
normal schools away from the city, and 
it was thought a good idea to have 
such a school at home where the 
teachers would be put to less expense. 

While those affected by the new 
wove admit there are some teachers 
who may require a normal course, yet 
they do not think that all teachers 
of certain time of service should be 
forced to attend such a school. 

For instance, there’are said to be 
teachers who failed to make the ave- 
rage required when they stood exami- 
nations for teachers’ ‘places, but were 
elected anyway. Such teachers, it is 
admitted, ought to take a normal 
eourse: Then, it is said, there may 
be other teachers who have not proven | 
efficient to handle a large class of 
boys and girls, and these, it is ad- 
mitted, ought also to receive some kind 


is 


of instruction. 
Many Need No Instruction. 


But, on the other hand, it is being 
uiged that there are many teachers 
among last year’s supernumeraries and® 
among the teachers of one and two 
years’ service, wko stood high in their 
examination and who have shown 
themselves in every way fit and effi- 
cient to handle children. Such teach- 
ers, it is contended, should not be 
fosced to lose their time or rest be- 
cause others have fallen short and 
failed to measure up to the proper 
standard. 

The teachers worked the past session 
nine months and a week over in June. 
They had to attend a norma! class two 
weeks before the school term opened 
last August. This really took off three 
weeks of their three months’ vacation. 
Besides this, they have attended a nor- 
mal class every other Saturday during 
the entire session. If they are now 
forced to attend a normal school until 
July !7, they will actually get only a 
month’s vacatiqn, as they will have 
to attend a normal class the last two 
weeks in August. All this extra work 
is done without pay and is an expense 
to them in ake way of car fare. When 
they work their salaries do not ave- 


»>rage more than $500 a year.

Says Her Pay Is Good. 


Exception has been taken to the 
statement of some of the teachers to 
the effect that Miss Sergeant was be- 
ing well remunerated for her extra 
work. One of the teachers said yes- 
terday that she thought $195 for a 
month's extra services was very good 
remuneration when many of the teach- 
ers did not make that much in five 
months of the most trying and ardu- 
cus work during the winter. 

The three teachers who are to as- 
sist Miss Sergeant will each receive 
over $130 for the month’s work in the 
normal school.

It is the 
picture of the old home in Bethany; in 
iz are two sisters, Mary and Martha, 
end their brother, Lazarus. 

“THe first view that we have of this 
home, Jesus is being entertained in it, 
und much confusion is observed. The 
recerd is ‘As they went on their way 
he entered into a certain village and 
a certain woman named Martha re- 
ceived Him into her house, and she 
had a sister called Mary, who also 
sat at Jesus’ feet and heard His voice, 


but Martha was cumbered about much; 


gerving,- and she came to Him and 


said: “Lord, dost Thou not care that! 


my sister did leave me to serve alone? 
Bid her therefore that she help me.” 
But the Lord answered and said unto 
her: “Martha, Martha, thou art anx- 
fous and troubled about many things, 
Lut one thing is needful, for Mary 
heth chosen the good part, which shall 
not be taken from her.’

Bid her therefore that 
is their guest.” Martha is a great 
housekeeper. She is careful about 
her reputation along that i iine. 
She is also the friend of Jesus. 
She would do the very best 
for Him that could be done. But what 
a@ poor effort she is making to do it! She, 
ike many of our sisters today, imagin- 
ed that good housekeeping is made up 
of an elegant table and well adjusted 
house. I know many good women just 
like her. They feg) like they would be 
disgraced if a visitor should find a speck 
of dust on a piece of furniture, but 
never seem to think that their own 
tempers and temperaments are of in- 
finitely more value in forming the true 
estimate of the housekeeper than any- 
thing else. 

“Why, Martha spoiled every effort that 
she was putting forth, by her hasty 
temper. See her! Rushing in from the 
kitchen, or somewhere else about the 
house, and complaining at her guest for 
taking the time of her sister to enter- 
tain Him, while she works, making the 
house ready for Him. 

“T can imagine nothing more unpleas- 
ant than to have been in the Master's 
place that day. 

“Suppose I were being entertained at 
your house, and your sister or daughted 
should be with me in the parlor in 
conversation, or playing upon the piano, 
or doing something for my entertain- 
ment, and you should come in from the 
cares of the house and say to me, ‘Dost 
thou not care that my sister, or my 
daughter left me to serve alone? Bid 
her therefore that she help me.” How 
do you think I would feel? I hardly 
think I should wait long enough to 
feel at all. I would be getting away 
from there so fast that I would not 
have time to think about the feeling. 

“But the Master was patient, and be- 
sides he knew what was the matter 
with Martha. He knew she was @ good 
woman, in spite of her irritable, fret- 
ting, worrying temper, and He proposed 
to help her if He could. So instead of 
getting up and leaving, He sat still, 
and endeavored to teach her a lesson. 
His teaching was in the form of a re- 
buke; a pretty stern rebuke at that. 

Rebuking Irritability. 

“Tisten to It, especially you who are 
sc in love with -Martha, and that 
takes in ‘he larger part of women. I 
guprose I have had more quarrels with 

- the wornen for my strictures upon Mar- 
thea than almost anything else that I 
have attempted to do._ 
go for me when the matter is up. 

“They say that I am just like all men, 
forever after Martha with criticisms, 
and then never satisfied without Mar- 
tha’s service I confess that I am 
man in this respect; that I like

service, errec’s'ly ebout meal time, I 
have of:en thought that if I had_ to 
choose between Martha and Mary for 
my wife, I should like to choose Martha 
just before dinner, and then swap her 
off for Mary ‘mediately afterwards. I 
should like to have Martha look after 
the meals, but Mary for my tompanion. 


“But it is not what I say about Mar-, 


tha: it is what Jesus Himself says that 
carries weight. 

“Listen to what He says: ‘The Lord 
answered and said unto her, “Martha, 
Martha, thou are cumbered about much 
‘servjng; but one thing is needful, and 
'Mary hath chosen the good part, and 
‘it shall not be taken away from her.’ 4 
| “Now, there is no question but that 
Jesus here passes a very severe criticism 
‘upon Martha’s conduct, and gives Mary 
‘a loving compliment. He not only com- 
pliments Mary, but goes so far as to say 
to Martha that ‘she hath chosen the 
good part,’ the very thing that Martha 
did not have. 

“To be sure, this good part was the 
thing that Martha was complaining 


about, and the thing that Jesus criti- 


| much 


cised Martha for is the thing that is 
playing havoc with the happiness of 
the world today. ‘Cumbered about 
serving!’ That is the trouble 
with the world, and not only with 
women but with men. 

‘Many years ago Mr. Gladstone de- 
livered an address in England on the 
subject, ‘Worry and worrying.’ This 
address was widely published. In It 
he said, ‘From long experience [ am 
prepared to state that the trouble 
with the world, especially with the 
women, is worry and: worrying.’ I be- 
lieve he stated a truth. 
in keeping with my own experience. 
And the worrying that we see that is 
doing the most iiarm is generally over 
the smallest, the most insignificant 
things; things, too, that cannot be 
helped. Let me illustrate for the ben- 
efit of you housekeepers what Il 
mean. 

How a Woman Spoils All, 


“Take a woman whose husband is a 
merchant, He makes his living out of 
his customers. Everything depends 
upon his pleasing them. Perhaps they 
live in a country town and the most 
of his trade comes from the country. 

“One day just as he starts home to 
dinner, some men come into his store. 
They are men from far out in the 
country. This woman’s husband has 
oftentimes been entertained in their 


homes. He is, therefore, bound to re- 
turn the courtesy, and so he says, 
‘Boys, come along. I am just starting 


| to dinner. Come and take dinner with 
|; me.’ He can do nothing else than that 


Common politeness demands that 
much, to say nothing about his own 
personal interest. 

“The men all agree to go. It may be 
thoughtlessness on their part to go, 
S80 many of them, at an unexpected 
hour, but, they go. 

“They get to the house and are 
Seated in the parlor. After awhile the 
lady of the house comes in. Of course, 
much depends upon her attitude, and 
a man is very quick. to detect an un- 
welcome atmosphere, They are intro- 
duced. She pretends that she is glad 
to see them. She says so, perhaps, but 
every one of them knows that it is 
not so, and they all begin to wish 
that they were somewhere else. 

“After a while she retires, and in 
a few moments the side door opens 
just a bit, and the man of the house 
turns to see what is the matter, and 
catches his wife's eye and she mo- 
tions for him to come. He knows at 
once what the trouble is, and he is 
not the only one who knows. Every 
man in that room knows what is tak- 
ing place, and feels sorry for the poor 
fellow shut up in the other room. 

“When she gets her husband in .the 
room, her Martha spirit is let out. 
Yes, ain't you ashamed of yourself: 
bringing these men nere to dinner 
without saying a word to me about it. 
Don't you know that I have nothing 
prepared? Ain't you ashamed of your- 
self, and so on, ad infinitum, 

“The poor husband begins to ex- 
Plain, but it does no good, ‘Finally the 
dinner bell rings, and all g0 in to din- 
ner, and, oh, what an unwelcome at- 
mosphere. After awhile it is all Over, 
and the men hurry down the street 
and as they go they remark, ‘Catch 
me in this fix again, if you please! I 
wouldn't have that woman for my 
wife for anything in this world. She is 
@ fine housekeeper, and everything 
was aS prim as a band-box, but, oh 
that temper!’ ; 


“See what she has lost by her atti- | 


tude; everything that she had worked 
for all her life. She desired to be known 
and appreciated as a fine housekeeper; 
@ noble ambition. I would to God more 
of our women had it, but in her atis 
tude that was forever destroyed. Men 
want an atmosphere of congenialiiy, 
brightness, and goog cheer far more than 
they do big dinners. And remember. 
all this was done over a thing that no- 
body could help. 
Takes Things as They Come. 

Oh, my Sisters, this kind of thing is 
what jis killing you. what is mak- 
ing you unhappy. .“Woul

“But let us see another’ condition.

As they go, every one of them agrees 
that that is the finest place to visit 
in the land; that that kind of a wom?n 
is the very one to make a man happy. 

“And what is the difference between 
these two homes? It is exactly th? 
same difference as existed hetweer 
Mary and Martha in the home in Beth- 
any. The first woman was a Martha, 
‘curmbered about much serving,’ worry- 
ing. fretting about nothing. 

“The second was a Mary; @ big- 
hearted, noble soul who did her best, 
end then ley the things that came alon? 
her way take care of themselves. Oh, 
I would to God that this spirit could 
be seen and appreciated by every womar. 
in the land. 

“And not only every woman, but 
every man as well; for just as this is 
killing the women, it is killing the men; 
this worrying and fretting about things 
that cannot be helped.

‘But let us get a view of another 
picture in the Bethany home. Lazarus 
hag died, and Mary and Martha have 
sent for Jesus. They sent for. Him 
before Lazarus died, but He delayed 
his coming. Finally he comeg to res- 
urrect Lazarus, but Mar yand Martha 
de not knuw this. 

“The news reaches the Bethany home 
that Jesus is approaching, and Martha 
rushes out to meet Him. I like that 
impulsive love of hers. Surely she i>» 
a good woman, in spite of her blunder 
back yonder when He was in their 
home. She loves Jesus, and she loves 
tc have Him about. The only trouble 
with her is that she is a woman of 
impulses and moods and oftentimes 
gives way to bad temper. 

“But when she met Jesus there in 
the road, what was the first thing that 
He said to her?’ It is vesy interesting 
to notice it. ‘Martha, where is Mary?’ 
No wonder He wanted to see Mary; 
it was she who on a former occasion 
sat at His feet in her home. It Wes 
she who had tried to make Him feel 
an atmospke of welcome.

Never mind about 
the rush of business. Five minutes apent 
in spiritual communion with Him be- 
fore the day’s work is begun is worth 
more for peace and happiness’ than 
hours spent in tugging and toiling over 
the problems of the day, Don't forget 
it, the place to lose worry is ‘at the feet 
of Jesus.’”’

NAVIES OF NORTH AND SOUTH _ 
BY A MARIST BOY 


HE following essay, comparing the 
T navies of the north and the south 

in 1861 was written by Edmonde 
Falvey, 16 years old, a student at Marist 
college: 

“It was just a molehill. Men passed 
li by. but it irritated and annoyed. Men 
hoped it would grow no larger; but even 
as they looked, they saw it rise. The 
molehill became a mound. Its existence 
had a place in the speeches of states- 
men; its presence brought to warriors 
dreams of war and renown. A few 
would fain have leveled it with hands of 
peace; but even as they stoog around 
were heard mutterings and threats. The 
mound became a hill. It hid angry fac- 
tions from each other’s sight; but the 
voices of wrangling and curses rose above 
its crest, and were heard from sea to 
sea, The hill became a mountain, frown- 
ing, forbidding. From time to time 
flashes darted from its dark sides and 
rumbliggs issued to make men_turn to 
one another with whitening facés. At 
length it burst. Men hid their faces 
now, and in abject horror rushed from 
the molehill. The volcano of civil strife 
was in action, and terrifying the world! 

“We may urge forward our habit o? 
comparing to the point of estimating the 
relative strength of the mutually de- 
structive forces at work beneath the 
great upheaval of fifty years ago. The 
military elements have been amply and 
Often discussed; may we not find inter- 
est in contrasting the naval activities? 

Strength of the Navies. 

“What was the strength of the rivals 
at sea? The north in ’6! possessed near- 
ly one hundred vesels of war, but of the 
number, it is to be remembered, some 
fifty—the best of them—though splendid 
in their prime, were becoming well nigh 
as useless as the triremes of Themisto- 
cles. As the conflict dragged on four 
hundreq and eighteen ships were pur- 
chased—wooden, screw sloops of the 
Kearsarge type, screw gunboats and side- 
wheel steamers. But the inexperiehte 
of the authorities, or their blindness to 
the lessons of the Crimean war, looked 
with disfavor upon the protecting of 
the waterline by plafing of iron and steel. 
True, Ericsson hag in '54 laid before con- 
Sress plans for a monitor, and his plans 
had been at once accepted, yet it needed 
the stress of actual struggle to build 
the sixty ironclads that turneg the tide 
of success towards the north. These 
boats were not of one class; some were 
huge metal rams, some were double, 
some single turreted, some of light draft 
and some of other varieties. The Mis- 
sissippi flotilla in particular was of won- 
derful diversity, including probably speci- 
mens of avery known style of sea fighter. 
Thus prepared in material, the federal 
government was sadly lacking in men. 
Not fifteen hundred officers to direct the 
fleets! Not eight thousand men to man 
them! 

“The south, on the other hand, enfered 
the contest with neither preparation suf- 
ficient nor means to supply later its 
appalling deficiencies. No vessel] of war, 
‘properly speaking, came into their pos- 
session, except the side-wheeler Fulton 
and the shattered hulks destroyed bw the 
federals at Norfolk,’ of which latter only 
the Merrimac was of any utflity. The 
other ships seized were worthless for 
offense or defense. As for the crews, 
the hapless southerners could not have 
furnished enough to maneuver the Santa 
Maria of Columbus, for they were an 
agricultural folk, and not maritime. Their 
whole papulation, too, amounted fo 
merely nine million, and of . ese sOme 
three million were slaves! And the north 
included twenty-two millions of people. 
It is true that the south had the im- 
mense advantage of fighting alon 
shorter defensive lines and in : 

‘ a country 
with which they were quite familéar, but 
their industrial condition was dishearten. 
ing. They had few factories or machine 
shops, very few navy yards and no eca- 
faring people to draw upon. Their mines 
were undeveloped, and almost every ar- 
ticle of food and clothing was imported 
in exchange for cotton. Cotton was kin 
over the fair fields of the south one 
when he could no longer venture abroad 
he brought to the bondage 
tion those that had looked 
as that of a god. 


“Seldom in history has skillful use of 
smaller resources won from opulence its 
natural triumph. Wag it so in our civil 
Struggle? Alas no! When we center 
our thoughts on the skill, valor and pa- 
triotism displayed on both sides, we can- 
not see whether to the victor or to the 
yeod of, otheneeen the palm. When we 
read of the Wogeged perseverance, the un- 
conquerable courage, the utter contempt 
of death in the fact of duty, the desper- 
ate, determined spirit with which our 
southern seamen were endowed in such 
crews as those of the Alabama and the 
Merrimac and in the garrisons of our 
forts, we wonder not without cause how 
the military element of the north could 
have withstood. But then, if we look 
vet further, we findthe self-same lovalty 
shown by their federal] opponents and 
we rightly judge that the dread result 
was due, not to personalities and jindi- 
viduals, but to preponderance of natura! 
resources, 

Honor to Both Sides. 

“It 4s indeed hard for us to record 
advantage for either of the combatants. 
If the confederates captured Sumter, the 
federals recaptured it: if the: “rebs’’ 
with almost superhuman § effort 
(Moultrie and Pulaskj. the compliment 
wae returned and with equal valor when 
the “yanks’’ stormed Wagner and re- 
took Pulaski. Though officers and men 
of the union steamer Parry were 
caught im the confederate dragnet, the 
Dicket guard before Fort Morgan was 
trapped in the toils of the federal raid- 
ers; though the Nipsic and her crew 
were swallowed off the shore of Morris 
Island, a group of southern officers were 
devoured in Matagorda bay. Semmes 
seized the Hatteras, off Galveston. but 
Wilson sank the Alabama off the harbor 
of Cherbourg. 

“The fight between the Merrimac and 
the Monitor is probably one of the best 
representative conflicts of the war. The 
comtestants were matched jn valor, skill 
and loyalty, the machines of war were 
new and novel developments of naval 
art, and the issue probably moulded the 
outcome of the general struggle ag did 
no other single apparent force. 

“The Merrimac had been gcuttled by 
the federalg at Norfolk and later raised 
by the confederates. She was then cov- 
ered with iron, but the plans of her re- 
construction were vague and 80 pe- 
culiar that the Richmond authorities 
came near ordering all further work to 
cease. When finished, she was armed 
with eight broadside guns, the lightest 
of which wag a 6-inch rifile. At bow 
and stern were gune weighing each 
16,000 pounds and worked by 25 men. 
Two hundred and fifty men formed her 
complement. Al} her ammunition was 
shell. 

“As she passed down to the roads to 
make her debut before the federal fleet, 
every man knew that the design was to 
{dare the entire force of the enemy and 


of reconstruc-

that the monster would surely meet with 
the hottest kind of reception; yet every 
man laughed as he stood at his gun. It 
Was a nineteenth century staging of the 
seventeenth century drama. Again the 
lonely Revenge defied the whole power of 
Spain. But the end was fortunately not 
so dyed in blood. It was Saturday, the 
8th of March. As the Merrimac round- 
ed Craney Island, the mighty Cumber- 
land lay secure before her. All knew 
her, the most formidable of federal war- 
ships. But the iron monster leaped for- 
ward under the pressure of more steam, 
as if desirous to close with her woeden- 
walled adversary. The silence of death 
was on the rebel ram: not @ man spoke, 
not an order was given. Four hundred 
eves looked out from open port holes: 
two hundred hearts beat against the bul- 
warke of iron. Suddenly the OCumber- 
land let loose a broadside of 12 heavy 
guns full at the face of her unknown 
enemy! Without swerving @ point from 
her course, without cheer or other sign 
of life, the Merrimac steamed steadily 
onward. Two more broadsides from the 
federal ship. 

“The Cumberland’s knell was sounded, 
for then the monster struck her amid- 
ships and as she backed away left a 
fearsome gaping hole. Then the Mer- 
rimac lay off and at last turned loose 
her guns, and little by little her adver- 
sary sank. 

Then Came the Monitor. 

“Next morning would have witnessed 
the ruin of the Minnesota and her cam- 
panions all, but for the opportune arrival 
of the Monitor. A wonderful duel was 
fought. The newcomer opened with a 
solid shot that gent a quiver through ell 
the frame of the ram. Seeking to bring 
her huge bow gun to bear, the Merri- 
mac grounded. Three times the lighter 
vessel circled her, coolly looking out 
for a spot that a shot might pierce. The 
noise was deafening. The two dogs of 
war helched forth fire and heavy shot, 
churning the water to an angry foam, 
while their tattered flags fuittered still 
defiance. The commander of the Mont- 
tor was struck in the eyes as he peered 
through the fron plates of his boat. But 
the fight went on. The federals pre- 
tend that the Merrimac turned tajl and 
fled. Thig cannot be. Her crew indig- 
nantly denied the taunt; a French sea- 
captain witness of every maneuver 45- 
for the shelter of the shore guns. Cer- 
no loss, her crew was full of fight. Why 
should she quit? Her trouble wag in 
steering, in her deep draught, and in 
her lack of solid shot, in the absence of 
shutters to cover her portholes, but not 
in any essestial power. Why can we 
not admit that both “sithdrew gadder and 
wiser. 

“At all events the resultg were world- 
wide. Navies had all to ‘be recast. 
Wooden warships had been deay 4 
death blow: the revolving turret became 
a necessity, and the federals and the 
confederates equally saw that unless 
they at once put into commission a num- 
ber of similar iron vessels their navy 
was annihilated, their ports clésed, their 
batteries destroyed and their hope of 
foreign assistance frustrated. 

“How may we sum up the lessons of 
the sea? Do they not mean that had 
the issue depended on valor, skill and 
patriotism the war had never been end- 
ed: that the dear victory of the north 
was born from the tremendous reserve 
of men and material that will yet make 
this nation of ours supreme on earth? 
But for the heroes of the struggle, what 
was it all to them? The mangled rebel, 
ag he gazed from the deck of his captor 
and saw his beloved ship sink below the 
waves, grasped the feverish hand of his 
wounded foe, hig brother, who like him- 
‘self, had fought for conscience Sake, 
who like himself had fallen victim to 
human progress—and reunited they pass- 
ed from life together. And thig to them 
was victory!

‘one who sells and contracts his area. I 
|ave received a number of inquiries from 
ifarmers all over the south wanting to 
know where, or of whom, they can get 
‘seed peas. Of course, I do not publish 
such letters (and they ought not to be 
‘sent me), but freply by mail 
'stamps are supplied. One farmer wanted 
| My opinion as to whether he could af- 
‘ford to pay $1.50 per bushel for peas to 
|plant. The same farmer probably would 
not hesitate to pay $1.50, or even $2, 
‘per bushe) for cotton seed to plant his 
‘cotton flelds over, and take the risk of 
'their coming up besides. It is difficult 
to understand why a farmer cannot 
“see his way clear’ to pay an uUn- 
usually high price for a few bushels of 
seed peas. and yet he will pay the samte 
price for cottos seeil without hesitation, 
| The solution of the matter is simple, 
“where the seed peas can be had-only in 
limited quantity, or at a very high price. 
It is simply to piow and harrow the 
/Small grain stubble and plant the peas in 
'3-foot cows. By this plan not only will 
‘lt require less than one-third as many 
seed per acres, but the yield both of 
'seed and vines, or of either, will be 
greater when planted in drills and plow- 
ed once or twice than when sown broad- 
cast and plowed or harrowed in. I 
believe one peck of teed dropping, say, 6 
or 8 sound peas every step in rows 
three feet apart, will give a better stand 
and yield a larger return than would 
one bushel sown broadcast and plowed 


for a farmer who has to buy seed to 
SOW as advised, and,for the farmer wno 
has plenty of seed to sow as he pleases 
to sow in rows and sell some of his seed 
to a less fortunate neighbor. 

A farmer who has plenty of seed of 
any kind can no better afford to sow 
lavishly than may the one who has to 
buy. This is a principle—a part of the 
“arithmeczic’ cf farming—that is too 
often ov2rio9ke). Whatever is consum- 
ed by a farmer of the products of his 
own farm should be charged to expense 
account of next crop at the price it 
would have sold in the market. 

There are some other plants that may 
largely be substituted for cowpeag and 
may often be profitably done, even when 
one has plenty of seed. These are sor- 
ghum and soy, or soja. bean. A mixture 
of one-fourth bushels of Early Amber or 
Early Golden sorghum seed with one- 
half bushel to 3 pecks of cowpeag will 
yield a large quantity of valuable for- 
age. The soy bean, planted alone or 
with sorghum, will do the same, pro- 
vided the soil is of a little better char- 
acter, or a moderate amount of a ‘com- 
plete’ fertilizer be used, -in the case 
of a mixture of soy and sorghum, or 
potash-acid phosphate, if the soy is 
sown alone, just as in the case of cow- 
peas. 

This reminds me to say that it is a 
mistake to assume that a satisfactory 
paying crop of cowpeas may be produced 
on a poor soil without the aid of 200 
or 300 pounds of a potash-acid phos- 
phate. The truth ig that real poor land 
will not produce a profitable crop of any- 
thing that grows, unless aided by a fer- 
tilizer. Poor land ifs not fit for any- 
thing but to take it in hand and make 
it better, and the best way to start it 
on the road to improvement is to sow it 
in small grain in the fall, fertilizing lib- 
erally, to be followed the next June with 
a crop of cowpeas. 

Oat Harvest. 3 

By the way, I will be glad to have 
short reports from farmers who sowed 
oats last fall, especially where they sow- 
be in “open furrows,” as so often advo- 
‘cated and described. It is quite true 
| that there was not oat-killing weather 
last winter. uBt protection, or guaran- 
tee, against winter-killing is not the only 
merit possessed by #he ‘open furrow’’ 
plan of sowing oats. Moreover, with the 
description of the details of this method 
of sowing there went also the formula 
for fertilizing the crop. The Georgia 
experiment Station was the discoverer 
and exploiter of the plan and has never 
failed of a satisfactory yield of oats 
since the plan was adopted, getting an 
average of about 50 bushels per acre, 
one year with another. The station never 
feeds to its mules and horses the oats 
thus grown on its fields, because the 
variety (Appler) has sold readily at $! 
per bushels for yearg past, and thus 
obeying the principle given in the pre- 
ceding article. (It sells every bushel] not 
needed for seeding the next crop at the 
above price, and could sell every year 
thousands of bushels more than it pro- 
duces. 

I would like once more to urge upon 
farmers to thresh out their oat crop and 
feed shelled oats. Oats in the sheaf is 
a wasteful, extravagant and inconvenient 
form in which to feed them. I may add 
that every farmer who has a good va- 
riety of oats should save seed of His own 
and not rely on getting some of the 
same when he is pearly ready to- sow 
next October. No wise farmer will go 
to the commission merthant or grain 
dealer to get seed oats. Seed from oats 
that have been planted continuously in 
the spring, are not desirable for sowing 
in the fall for reasons that have here- 
tofore been given. R. J. REDDING.

SPRAIN OF BACK TENDONS. 

G. W. C., Advance, N. C.—I have a 
mule that walks on thevVpoint of her 
hoof. limps in moving, when. still 
stands with leg set out in front. The 
trouble is in right fore foot. There 
are several smal! knots about size of 
little finger along the leaders from 
ankle to knee. I will be obliged if vou 
can tell me the probable cause and sug- 
gest a remedy? 

Answer—tThe trouble is cgused by a 
strain, or sprain, of the back tendon— 
the leader that runs down the rear of 
the leg from the knee to the fetlock 
and hoof. The ordinary treatment is 
as follows: In a severe recent cage 

ut a high-heeled shwe on the foot of 
he affected leg, which will elevate the 
heel and tend to slacken the strain on 
ten tendon. Bathe th leg with either 
hot or cold water for haif hour. and 
then apply freely of a lotion made o1 
one-half ounce of sugar of lead, 2 
ounces of landanum and ! quart of 
water. Do this three times a day and 

ive complete rest until much better. 
na chronic case (one of long stand- 
ing) and there is no tenderness or sore- 
ness, mix 2 drams of cautuarides and | 
ounce of vaseline and rub. some of. it 
well in along the line of the tendon 
from knee to ankle. Let it’ remain 
for 24 hours. Then wash off and grease 
with a little lard. Keep the head tied 
up while the blister is draining. Re- 
peat every two weeks, turning out to 
pasture between the blisterings. A 
sprain of this sort is not so easily and 
quickly cured and the treatment mus: 
be faithful and persistent. (Please read 
the last paragraph in the reply to 
‘Browned-eyed Pony.”

ails my cow, and send a remedy 
through The Constitution? Something 
is the matter with one of her teats; can 
get no milk from it. It is perfectly 
soft, except that right at the end it 
has several seed warts on the outside. 
I can run a little wire up in it. It 
seems to be hollow and all right, but 
as 900n aS you take it out you can’t get 
one drop of milk from it. The calf 
can’t get it either. Please give me a 
remedy in the next copy of the paper. 

Answer—There are a number of 
ways in which a cow’s teat may be 
obstructed so that it is difficult or im- 
practicable to get any milk from it. 
Under unhearthy condition of the milk 
gland, or ducts, clots of casein (cheesy 
matter, or curds) may form and block 
the passage. This is not probably the 
cause in the case of your cow. Some- 
times a calculus (stone) is formed 
which obstructs the way. Sometimes 
a warty growth is%formed on the out- 
side of the milk duct. Sometimes the 
obstruction is due to a thickening of 
the mucous, or lining membrane, ofr 
by a strieture of this membrane. With- 
out knowing which of these causes is 
present I cannot tell you what to do. 
But if you can, as you say you can, 
pass a wire through the milk duct into 
the udder, then you should get a sil- 
ver milking tube and use it in draw- 
ing the milk from that quarter, until 
she goes dry: then have a V. S. to 
remove, the obstruction, whatever it 
may be.

INDIGESTION AND QUIDDINQ OF 
HORSE. 

Albert Gray, St. Elmo, Ala.—Please 
tell me, if you can, what I can do for 
my mare? When she eats hay or grass 
she seems to extract only the juice, 
rolls it up in big cuds and spits it out. 
I can’t say that there is anything the 
matter with her, but I can get no 
flesh on her, though I feed stock food 
and corn and oats ground together. She 
don’t do but very little work; she wont 
eat salt unless mix it with her feed. 
She is all the way. from 15 to 20 years 
old—can't get her hide loose. 

Answer—Your mare has indigestion, 
or dyspepsia, which may be due to 
either one or more of several causes. 
The particular 
her food tnd then ejecting it in quids 
from the month is called “quidding,”’ 
and is apt to be due to some irregulari- 
ties of the teeth, such as a long tooth, 
or decayed tooth or something of that 
sort. Exxamine her mouth carefully. 
You may find that one tooth is missing. 
and the opposing tooth in the other 
jaw, has grown too large. Or there 
may be sharp pt ge | edges that cut 
the tongue or check. nternally treat 
as follows: Give her |! !-2 to 2 pints of 
raw linseed oil at a dose. When it has 
operated have ready the following: Mix 
together 4 ounces each of powdered 
saltpeter and powdered copperas, di- 
vide into 24 powders and give one pow- 
der daily in a bran mash made by 
pouring 2 gallons of boiling water 
over half pail of wheat. bran. 

Also ere the feed gradually, so 
as to tempt her ee and see that 
the water she drinks is clean and pure 
well or spring water. She may also 
have worms, whose presence you 
should be able to discover. Boiled flax 
seed would be a good adition to her 
diet. 

KILLING POPLAR, BAY AND MAPLE 
TREDS THE FIRST YEAR—THE IN- 
FLUENCE OF THE MOON. 

A. J. Sims, Lindale, Tex.—I have been 
a reader of The Constitution for some)! 
time, but this is my first time to write. 
But I get so much good advice for the 
fafmers that I want them and the ed- 
itor to Know”that I appreciate it. 
When I want any information, I just 
go and pick up a page of The Consti- 
tution and I can find just what I am 
looking for. I noticed Mr. J. P. An- 
drews, of Lafayette, Ala., wants to 
know of some one how to kill poplar, 
bay and maple trees in swamp land the; 
first year. Just take a | !-2 inch auger 
and go to the trees.on the full moon 
in May, or June, July or August, and 
bore a hole about a foot from the root 
of the tree,,and don't forget to carry 
a bucket or pitcher of buttermilk 
along. Bore the hole at about an angle 
of 35 or 40 degrees, bore down until 
you think you are about half way the

diameter of the tree: then you pour} 
the hole full of milk. You can use 
Sweetened water if you wish, but milk} 
will cause the tree to sour quicker 
than the sweetened water. You will 
find this a sure remedy. 

Comment—Thanks for. the buttermilk 
treatment for killing the trees as well as 
for your complimentary allusion to The 
Constitution as a source of practica] in- 
formation. But what has the full moon 
to do with the Killing of the trees? Did 
you ever try the ‘buttermilk treatment at 
other time than the full moon? Why 
not at any time during the growing sea- 
son, which is pretty fully cdévered by 
the months of May, June, July and Au- 
gust? IT hope some of our interested read- 
ers will try the treatment the present 
summer, but don’t fail to treat some 
trees at the fil moon and some at the 
new moon. If farmers would try a rem- 
edy that has real merit in itself they 
will soon find that the age of the moon 
has no more to do with it than the height 
of the church steeple. 


HOLLOW HOBN AND HOLLOW TAIL. 

H. PD. L, Dahlonega, Ga.—Will you, 
through The Constitution, give me some 
information in regard to disease of cat- 
tle? I have had a young cow sick for 
over a week, and yesterday she died. 
She seemed (by ther actions) to suffer 
great pain in the head, and just before 
she died there came a discharge from her 
nose like some sore had broken in the 
head. She wag three years old and was 
with her second calf, of six weeks old. 
Men here who pretend to know some- 
thing about diseases of cattle said she 
had the hollow horn, and her horns were 
bored, but to no purpose, and they claim 
now if the’horns were taken off she would 
have recovered. I am one who does not 
believe in this hollow horn business. Now, 
what I] want to know is: is -there any 
such a disease as hollow horn? All dis- 
eases of cattle here are said to be caused 
by the hollow horn, and in case the 
cow has no horns it is the hollow tail. 
Now, why I ask these questions is this: 
If hollow horn is the cause of the dis- 
ease in cattle that is easily remedied by 
dehorning when they are young, and. if 
mecessary, cut the tall off. Two-thirds 
of the cattle here have their horng bored 
and the end of the tail split, and often 
the tail is cut off “in bad casesg."" I will 


thnk you for some information on this 
subject. 

Answer—I think it is probable that 
your cow first had an attack of catarrh; 
or cold in the head, which, being neg- 
lected ortnot properly treated, became 
complicated with laryngitis, or pleurisy, 
or penumonia, or other disease of the 
respiratory organs. which are of a seri- 
ous nature and sometimes fatal. 

You are either a comparatively new 
subscriber or you have not read this 
department very closely, else you ‘would 
have observed that I take no stock in 
the hollow-norn and hollow-tail business, 
No such disease is recognized by com- 
petent authority and they are only men- 
tioned by condemning the belief in 
them as superstitions. All cows’ horns 
are normally hollow and eve cow's 
tail is liable to be dislocated a jerk- 
ing dog or boy. I believe that catarrh 
of the head is the disease most often 
called “‘hollow-horn,” but it has no re- 
lation of cause and effect to hollowness 
of the horn. gd have several times used 
precisely the same argument that you 
have done in your letter. ‘ 


BLUE GRASS, IT IS. 

A. H. C., Cornelia, Ga.—Inelosed please 
find stems, blades and seed of a grass 
found on my place here. It has been 
green throughout winter; has been sev- 
eral years (reseeding itself and slowly 
spreading) on the roadside. Can you 
name it for me? Also (as it reseeds 
itself) is it logical and worth while for 
me to get the seed as they ripen and 
sow them at once? They are now begin- 
ning to mature. I trouble you with this 
because for a greadt many years I've fol- 
lowed you and (wherever not to blame 
myself) have verified your judgments. 

Answer—I am somewhat surprised that 
you do not recognize the celebrated 
Kentucky blue grass (poa pratensis), 
which seems as ‘much “at home’’ in the 
Blue Ridge counties of Georgia (on good 
soil) as it is in the state that has given 
name to it. Of course you may save the 
seed and increase your area more rapid- 
ly, but you may buy them at $1.50 to 
$2 per bushel. 


INDIGESTION—A “WASHY"” MULE. 
R. A. Cooper, Arnoldsville, Ga.—I have 
a mare mule |0 ur 12 years old that is 
very quick to her age, but stays low” 
in order. She ‘s subject to spells, 
especially in plowing or in, harness. 
The symptoms are as follows: When 
she begins to get warm her actions 
become loose and frequent, and very 
offensive. Then she will begin to 
stretch out, as though she was trying 
to urinate. Then she will lay down 
and wallow, sometimes stretching out 
as though she was dead; but she will 
jurnp up and stretch out again as above 
seems to be slightly 
swollen. Her appetite is good, bu, she 
will not thrive. She is fed regularly 
on home-raised corn, fodder and hay.| 
She seems to urinate freely, but it! 
is generally of a milky appearance; 
when she has one of those _ spells 
it becomes a deep red color, but ap- 
pears to be free. Any information in 
regard to her disease and treatment 
for same will he highly appreciated. 
If there is any other symptoms I have 
failed to give that you would like to 
have, please let me know. I will also

THE (HINNEY. 

U. M. Corder, Dexter, Ga.—I want to 
ask you one question. Can a mule be 
raised from a jennet, or female ass? If 
so, how large a mule might be expected 
where the horse weighs !,000 pounds and 
the jennet 600 pounds? 

Answer—Such a cross is not imprac- 
ticable, but is not desirable. The pro- 
geny in such case is called a “hinney’”’ 
and usually resembles the horse more

WARTS ON COW. 

W. H. McDaniel, Boaz, Ala.—Colonel 
R. J. Redding, Eaitor of Farms and 
Farmers’ Department of The Constitu- 
tion: I wish to know a remedy for 
warts on cattle. through the paper. I 
have a fine heifer that has a solid mas 
of warts on her belly from her uddef 
to her navel, about half the gize of a 
man’s wrist, and some scattered along | 
out to her front legs. They are all 
over her udder and teats, some as large 
as her teats. They have a mushroom 
appearance, 

I gave them a few appjications of 
kerosene oil some time ago, but they 
seem to continue to grow. 

They first commenced to grow in the 
fall.

Answer—Warts may be removed with 
scissors (or knife), orttwisted off with

Answer:—You do not state anything 
in regard to the kind or quality of the 
feed that you provide for your mule. 
[I think she has a form of intestinal 
catarrh, or indigestion, and it may be 
due to bad quality of some article of 
feed that she is required to~ eat, such 
as moulay hay or fodder, or bad corn. 
It may be that she is inclined to be 
what is called “washy,” a habit that is 
constitutional with some horses and 
mules, and cannot be absolutely cured, 
but only ameliorated by careful feeding 
and waterings. It may be that her 
teeth are bad, disabling her from 
properly masticating her feed, or it 
may be due to damp quarters, feeding 
on low, wet pastures. 

First, give careful attention to the 
quality of the feed and the Gcrinking 
water. Feed regularly three times a 
day and try to induce her to drink 
water before eating and not after eat- 
ing, and do not put her 60 work within 
one hour after eating a full meal. A 
purge of | !-2 to 2 pints of raw linseed 
oil would be in order. If there is much 
flatulency of the bowels give a table- 
spoonful or two of a mixture of equal 
parts of common soda, powdered sugar 
anG® powdered gentian before feeding. 
For the bad-smelling discharges’ from 
the bowels you may give her one ounce 
of Sulphite of soda, or one dram of 
creolin’ in water, twice a day.

If this doer not suc- 
ceed scarify as above directed and 
apply one or the other of the caustics 
indicated, repeating the caustic every 
three or four days.

blind. He was castrated one year ago 
and while Still bleeding very profusely 
run himself down and from the race 
and loss of blood fainted and has been 
blind ever since. His eyes have nat 
shrunk at all, nor have they changed 
color. He is a blooded colt and is as fat 
and sleek as a mole. His eyes were 
treated some by a quack doctor. I don’t 
know what he did for them. I think he 
put in some calomel and some pepper 
and maybe some red pricipitate. I did not 
own him at that time. There is no in- 
flamation at all about I§s eyes; they 
have changed color just a little. Can 1 
do anything to save them? Will you 
recommend a treatment? ' 

Answer—There is little doubt that your 
colt has what is known to veterinarians 
as amaurosis, but commonly’ called 
“glass eye.” It is essentially a paralysis 
of the optic nerve whereby this nerve 
can no longer transmit impressions made 
om the retinue of the eye to the brain. 
Among the causes of this disease are 
too heavy pulling, or violent running, 
Or great loss of blood. The symptoms 
are wide dilation of the pupil of the eye 
SO as to expose fully the interior of that 
organ, the expansion remaining the same 
in a strong light as it is in darkness.
